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_ After 3 years, BC pianners ok zoning proposals : | 


BOYNE CITY - After an exhausting 
three years, the city planning com- 
mission breathed a sigh of relief 
Monday and gave its recommendation 
to major revisions in the city zoning 
ordinance. 

The revisions are now forwarded to 
the city commission which can make 
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changes and approve or reject the 
document. 

According to the city charter, two 
public readings of the ordinance must 
now be made at the October and 
November commission meetings. If 
approved, the new ordinance would 
take effect in January. 


More than 3U city residents expres- 
sed their objections or concerns to the 
planning commission in three meetings, 
but compromises were’ worked out to 
satisfy most of the objectors. 

A major change ironed out Monday 
included more liberal provisions for a ~ 
number of businesses which were 
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identified as ‘‘non-conforming ase’ 
cases in the new ordinance. The 
changes allow these property owners, 
mainly businesses in residential areas, 
to expand or rebuild their businesses if 
the zoning board of appeals agrees that 
the changes do not adversely affect the 
neighborhood. ;

_ EJIW plans layoffs; Closing reports untrue 


EAST JORDAN - Like many other 
industries in the area, business is very 
slow for the East Jordan Iron Works 
these days, and a layoff is planned soon, 

But reports that the plant may be 
totally closing down—either tempor- 
arily or permanently—are untrue, ac- 
cording to executive vice-president 
Bruce Malpass. 

Malpass confirmed that the foundry 
would be laying off some employees 
soon, but he said, ‘‘I can tell you we 
absolutely do not plan on closing the 


East Jordan Iron Works.’ 

Like the economy in general, he said, 
“The construction business has been 
very dismal for the past two years, and 
we have to curtail our production 
schedules to reflect that.’ 

This year has, he admitted, been 
slower than most. ‘‘September is usual- 
ly a pretty good construction month, 
and it often spills into October and 
sometimes even November and Decem- 
ber. And by then, if business is brisk, 
we would begin to build up our 


Iron Works asks city 


EAST JORDAN - Now that the East 
Jordan Co-op has relocated its gristmill, 
the East Jordan Iron Works is asking 


the city to vacate the service road and -

Public penetration. of the foundry 
property with its various machine 
shops, pattern shops, and storage 
areas, has also caused other problems, 
Malpass said, not the least of which is 
the attraction it provides to children for 
dangerous exploration and play. 

‘At the council meeting Maipass drew 
attention to.the amount of lakefront 
already provided by the city, which 
includes public boat-launching and rest- 
room facilities.. He contended ‘that 
shutting off the use of Garfield was 
small in comparison. : 

Part of Garfield, between the stub on 
the lake in question and the rest of the 
street above, was closed off in-the early 
60’s to allow expansion ‘at the iron 
works, which owned the surrounding 
property. The stub was left because of 
the grist mill and. some other opera- 


tions by the co-op. a 


The unnamed 35-foot-wide. connect- 
ing toadway, also used by the co-op, 
was deeded to the city by the iron works 


_ in 1962, but, as Malpass noted, it had 


inventory for the spring.’ 

“But the construction season is 
ending early this year—very early. And 
unfortunately it doesn’t seem prudent 
to keep building up our inventory 
because the outlook for spring isn’t 
particularly good.”’ 

Malpass preferred not to discuss the 
numbers involved in upcoming layoffs, 
because all employees hadn’t been 
notified yet.

always been paved, maintained, and 
snow-plowed by the iron works. 

Malpass said the return of the 35- 
foot-wide road and the acquisition of the 
Garfield St. stub would facilitate foun- 
dry and machine shop procedures and 
security. He said a ‘‘control gate”’ 
would be put across the north side of 
William if the iron works request is 
approved. 

According to the County Equalization 
Department, because Garfield goes to 
the water’s edge, the request would 
also have to go tothe circuit court. State 
law requires circuit court approval when 
25 meters of street, going to the water’s 
edge, goes.into’ or out of municipal 
jurisdiction. So whether.or not the city 
council votes for abandonment, the 
court would still have. to act: _ 

The city council also took up the 
matter of hiring ariother police officer 
on a permanent basis. According to the 
report by Councilman Al Joseph of the 
police committee, the benefit to the city 
of the temporary help this past summer 
of Daniel Bean, now hired by another 
Michigan city, was so-noticeable: that 


Works at one time employed 355 people 
with an annual payroll of $7.5 million.

EJ schools 
ask 3 mills

EAST JORDAN - The school board, at 
a well-attended special meeting Mon- 
day night, set a millage request of three 
mills to be voted on Tuesday, Nov. 3. 

Superintendent Tom Rossler explain- 
ed the date was changed from Nov. 2 
because the city election is scheduled 
for the third. 

Triggering the millage request was 
the student enrollment. drop announced 
last week. At the meeting Rossler said 
that an update shows six more stu- 
dents have left the school, bringing the 
figure to 80 fewer students than were 
enrolled last year. 

With the state's official headcount 
due on the fourth Friday (Oct. 2), 
Rossler said the present enrollment of 
1,026 could still go up or down, but not 
significantly. This means that a cut in 
state aid goes with the lowered enroll- 
ment, or a loss of over $139,000. 

But, although it was the most severe, 
this wasn't the only cut the school 
budget would suffer for the year. 
Rossler pointed aiso to the anticipated 
executive order from Governor Mil- 
liken toa cut amounting for East Jordan 
to over $17,000 of state aid over a period 
of severa] months. 

On top of that, the governor's 
projected tax cut proposal could cost the 
school about one mill, Rossler said. 

While these two actions are still in the 
indecisive stage, Rossler said, it is very 
hard to figure the school budget which 
runs from July 1 to June 30, while the 
state runs from Oct. 1. 

As he announced last week, Rossler 
said the sharply lowered state revenue 
would mean cuts in school programs as 
well as in the teaching staff. 

‘There is absolutely no help coming 
from Lansing,’’ Rossler said. It would 
have to be a local problem, he 
concluded. 

Consequently the board agreed on 
the three-mill request. This is over the 
21.2 operating mills already approved 
earlier this year. 


But because of the uncertainties 
about state action on tax cutting and 
aid-reduction, the board committed 
itself to a reduction to 2.75 if, after the 
millage were passed, they found that 
these anticipated losses did not mater- 
ialize. 

The commitment will not appear on 
the ballot Rossler said, but the ballot 
would state that the purpose was to 
offset reductions in state funding and to 
partially reinstate programs. 


Even without the projected state cuts, 
everything could not be reinstated for 
the approximately $153,000 the millage 
would bring in, Rossler warned, even 
though the figure more than covers the 
$139,000 loss. For one thing the levy 
would be reduced to 2.75. For another, 
with fewer students, there would be 
fewer teachers. 


Layoff notices have already been 
given to 15 teachers as a precaution 
because 30-day notice must be given, 
although the exact number of teachers 
lost may be closer to 10. The problem is 
in figuring which ones have the least 
seniority. ; 

Board president Mary Jason read a 
letter signed by student$ from the 
classes of ‘82 and ‘83, asking that their 
teacher, Maurice Seamon not be pink- 
slipped because, although lacking in 
seniority, his qualification as a science 


and math teacher was so high. But 
Rossler with evident regret, said senior- 
ity was the only measure in making 
layoffs, even though annual teacher 
evaluations are made. He added, how- 
ever, that teachers who had served for 
many years were, in his experience, not 
necessarily less effective than teachers 
more recently trained. 

Exactly what programs and what 
teachers would be cut if the millage did 
not pass has not been completely 
decided yet. Rossier said he and the 
principals had asked for 10 days to work 
it out. Their decision would come on 
Thursday. 

Generally, the proposed cuts are to 
drop high school physical education 
(elementary and middle school physical 
education have already been cut), high 
schoo] art, home’ economics, and 
counseling. Band, 3% teacher positions 
in elementary and 3% in high school 
would be cut, and the media center 
position. 

The two weeks between the end of the 
teachers’ 30-day notice and the Nov. 3 
balloting would be particularly harrow- 
ing, Rossler said, in answer to a 
question from the floor. Schedule 
changes would have to go into effect. 

The question as to how teacher 
salaries, not yet negotiated, would 
affect the miilage could not be an- 
swered, Rossler said. 

One other related topic was briefly 
discussed. It concerned the fact that 
public school systems may by law 
supply bus transportation to nonpublic 
schools at their request. 

Jordan Valley Christian Academy 
avails itself of this option for their 72 
students, However, legal advice has 
been sought because the academy lacks 
full qualification as a state recognized 
non-public school, as they have not as 
yet submitted the form showing the 
number and qualifications of their 
teachers. 


Two elections

EAST JORDAN - The Nov. 3 school 
millage election has been changed from 
Nov. 2 in order to combine it with a city 
council election also being held on Nov. 
3. 

Now, voting for both elections will be 
held at opposite ends of the Civic 
Center. Separate voting booths and 
election clerks will be needed because 
the school district boundaries extend 
beyond the city limits. 

Both the school and city will save 
some money by only paying once for the 
county board of canvassers to convene. 
That board approves the results of all 
elections. 

Having the elections on the same day 
also should be a convenience for voters, 
who won't have to take time on two 
different days to cast their ballots. 

Anyone who is not registered to vote, 
or who has moved since they voted last 
time, will have until Oct. 5 to register 
for the two elections. Citizens should 
contact their city or township clerk to 
tegister.

-sion of the railroad, but it also enabled 
the men to convert Union Pacific assets. 
and credit into construction profits. It 
led to the railroad’s over capitalization 
and to its improvishment. 

- The end of a giant American com- 
pany was in sight. 

Not, however for the innocent Mr. 
Cherrie. Blind to such financial 
operations of a company with which he 
was to do business, he hurried to 
develop the Poine Lake Iron Company. 
Weren't fat iron contracts for construc- 
tion of railroad tracks coming in? 

Certainly! 

So he built a smelter and-a battery of 
30 or more charcoal kilns; and he con- 
structed a lumbering outfit, along with 
a large company store in addition to a 
boarding house. The company owned a 
tug and ore boats as well as a railroad 
spur from Ironton to the mainline in 
Charlevoix. Here the iron was shipped 
to produce rails for the Union Pacific. 

Eight hundred workers were housed 
in company-build dwellings arranged in 
orderly streets west and north of the 
Ironton plant. 

Cherrie owned most of the great 
Stands of hardwood along the south 
shore of Lake Charlevoix toward East 
Jordan. 

As orders arrived from the expanding 
Union Pacific, the Ironton furnaces 
were sputtering, the mills singing, the 
boats puffing and the iron-loaded trains 
clicked ‘em off on the way to 
Charlevoix 


‘Ironton was a prosperous com- - 


munity. And it would continue to be so 
for many years to come! 

That’s what everyone thought. 

Within 15 years from the time the 
Pine Lake Iron Company poured its fir- 


st iron, it was in the hands of the. 


receiver. Like the Union Pacific itself, 
it had gone bankrupt. 

Some blamed the panic of 1893. 

Historians feel, however, that it was 
more likely due to the constant bleeding 
of the Union Pacific assets by its 
owners. 

The company’s financia) piracy erup- 
ted into a national scandal, with 
congressional investigations reaching 
ali the way up to Rep. James A. Gar- 
field, later to become president. It was 
said he had received favors from a 
company doing business with the 
government. But those ini Washington 
were exonerated. 

The purposely bankrupt Union 
Pacific Railroad apparently dragged 
the flourishing Pine Lake Iron Com- 
pany down with it. Orders were can- 
celed and the price of iron fell sharply. 

If honest financiers had plowed 
money back into the railroad’s main- 
tenance and development, Ironton 
might possibly have become one of 
Charlevoix County's largest industrial 
communities. 

But it was not to be. 

The plant was wrecked and salvaged. 
Workmen’s houses were torn down. 
Those who chose to remain settled 
down to do what they could to survive. 

Today, more than 100 years later, few 
landmarks remain at the pleasant 
summer resort to remind us of those 
hectic days when iron was at Ironton.
